THE DOME TELEPHONE OKDINANCK PASSES ITS 


SECOND HEAI)IXa—-CENTUttY WHEELMEN Vfl 


A. GAME FltOM THE OOUNTV CHAMMOXS— 


WEEDS .MUST HE TAKEN FHOM THE STREETS 


The ordinance of the Home Telephon 


Company, of Trenton, which has been in th 
hands of Council for some time past, passe 
its second reading at a regular meeting ho] 
last week. The first eight sections of. th 
ordinance were passed some time ago, J>a 
nil en the ninth section was reached, whicl 
provides that the company shall erect t» 
telephones for the use of the borough free:o 
charge and maintain the same at their own 
expense, to be connected with the general o 
regular circuit, a difference of opinion arose 
The ordinance has been laid over .meeting 
after meeting on account of not enough mem 
bcrs being present to secure the require! 
number of votes for its passage. 
Council be 


ing composed of seven members the law re 
quires iu the passage of tin ordinance a ma 
jority, or four, to be recorded in the affirm- 
ative. 
The ordinonce was passed on seconc 


reading by a vote of 4 to 2. All of the 
members on roll call voted in the affirmative 
except Messrs. Titus and Cox, who voted in 
the negative on the ninth section, and Mr 
Hutchiuson, who was excused from voting 
Messrs. Titus and .Cox took the ground that 
the company would not consent to connect 
the telephones with the generaf circuit, but 
vrould agree lo construct' a private line be- 
tween the town hall and water works pump 
house and keep it in good repair at its own 
expense. The majority of the members, 
however, were of the opinion that fer the 
privilege of 'obtaining the franchise He com 
pany should connect with the regular circuit 
because a private line would not be a very 
great advantage to the borough in cases of 
accidents, etc., when communication with 
the outer world would be required. 
Section 


ten provides that the company shall give a 
bond ot indemnity with security to protect 
the borough from all loss,*costs or damages. 
The ordinance has yet to pass its final or 
third reading before it can be presented to 
the -Burgess for his approval or disapproval; 
but before any action shall be taken to bring 
the ordinance up on final reading it was de- 
cided to refer the ordinance to the company 
for its consideration. If it accepts the ordi- 
nance it will be passed on its final reading. 
No doubt the company will refuse to accept 
the ordinance unless certain sections are 
modified, principally the ninth section in 
reference to the telephones, which it tena- 
ciously refuses to accept on account of an ex- 
pensive 
precedent it 
would 
establish 


throughout the whole county, in the princi- 
pal towns of.which they are assiduously 
striving to inaugurate the system of low-rate 
telephone 
service. 
Those who 
oppose 


burdening the company with—any extra ex- 
pense contend that the low-rate of rentals is 
compensation enough to warrant the passage 
of a franchise, and which a large number of 
patrons are anxious to see in order to intro- 
duce the service into their places of business 
and homes.

and instructed .property owners on Green 
street, east of Bank street, to be notified lo 
clean weeds from- sidewalks fronting the old 
grove and also to trim overhanging limbs 
from trees. In reference lo trimming of 
trees an ordinance was passed in 1890, 
which states that all property owners shall 
keep the trees fronting their premises trim- 
med at least ten feet from the top of curb, 
and any failure to comply after one week's 
notice the offender shall be subject to a fine 
of $5 and 25 per cent, addition on the cast 
of the work.

Perhaps the two most important subjects 


occupying the attention of those interested 
in municipal improvements are good streets 
and pavements. The subject of good roads is 
awakening an interest in the minds of op- 
timistic citizens all over the land. To keep 
the streets of a well-governed incorporated 
municipality in good condition so far as the 
public funds will constantly permit is a set- 
tled obligation and looked upon as one of 
the primum mobile of Council. While the 
improvement of the streets is-a matter for 
Council to consider, being an expense which 
is to be defrayed by the appropriations from 
the public funds, the improvement of the 
pavements is an obligation that the owners 
of the respective properties must perform. 
If the latter are indifferent and negligent 
to improve their property we cannot ex- 
pect good results in the former, for a 
community is made up in this respect from 
the amount of enterprise that exists in in- 
dividuals. The expenses for improving the 
pavements must be borne by tbe owners— 
for those who refuse to comply, laws Lave 
been enacted from time to time. 


It is in the relaying of old worn-out pave- 


ments that the attention of Council is now 
engaged. 
The opinion of the solicitor has 


lately been obtained, which states that full 
power is given to Council to enforce the re- 
laying of such pavoments by the passage of 
a well-drawn ordinance.

.banded down by the Supreme Court and the 
legislative enactments of laws, the owner of 
a property) after proper personal notice, 
must repair such pavement, and in case" of 
failure to comply the authorities can proceed 
to do the work and collect tbe cost with 25 
per centum added.

lomination in 1895. He could not have cited 
. more glaring exception to the general fair- 
less of the delegate system, and he would 
ook for a long time for another such exam 
pie..

He is, however, somewhat aslray in his 


facts when he states that "every delegate 
was elected in favor of Boise Penroso for 
Mayor." 
As a matter of fact, while Penrose 


•as supposed to have a fair working inojort- 
y before the late announcement of War- 
wick's candidacy, nearly all the delegates 
vere uninetructed, as it was believed by the 
roters generally (hat Penrose would have no 
ipposition in the convention. 


The coup by which Warwick was nouiina- 


ed was made by the anti-Quay faction- of 
he parly under the leadership of David 
lartin, and,resulted naturally in the victo- 
y of that stronger faction which has con- 
rolled the local politics of Philadelphia ever 
ince the break between Martin and Qaoy. 
But a case of this kind, rare as it is, could 


ot occur in Bucks county. 
The power of the administration in Phila- 
elphia is exerted through the army of em- 
loyees of the city departments, distributed 
iroughout the voting districts, each one of 
'horn is expected to go into the convention 
8 a delegate or influence the man who is 
ent, in order to work out the salvation of 
ie faction in power. 
There is no such army of place holders in 


his county and no party Jeader would dare, 
ven if he were able, to force upon the party 
nomination similar (o the case cited. While

iucks county, where the majority is email' 
: would certainly mean defeat to the candi. 
ate at the general election and would dis- 
redit the "Boss" who pulled the string. 


Both the Crawford county system and the 
elegate system are fair, and there is little 
oubt but that either would be acceptable to 
he Republicans of Bucks county. The cliief 
ejection to the former system is that it fav- 
rs candidales from the more populous dis- 
riots such as Bristol and Doylestown at the 
xpense of those from the rural districts, and 
would probably be less acceptable to the ma- 
ority of the districts of the county on that 
ccouut. 
The delegate system by which separate 
ominaling conventions are held for the va- 
ious offices is fair and perfectly practicable. 
eparate delegates could be elected to the 
arious conventions or one djlegate could be 
ent to more than one at the option of his 
istrict, in which case an arrangement 
jould be made by which he could register 
he choice of Jiis district, ia the conventions 
hich he could not'attend, by proxy 
This, 


Owever, is a matter of detail, which could 
e better decided under competent leader- 
hip at the convention.

hey carry mails, freight and express, render 
diffused and universal service never dream- 
d of by the sierra roads, right to the door 
f every resident near the lines, They will 
five employment to a far greater number of 
icople, in proportion to capital invested, 
,nd in a far greater number of places. And 
,s a matter of right the trolley roads have 
he same inherent claims to all prerogatives 
ind piivileges as other corporations, and 
vill surely be more widely beneficial in 
heir policies and services than any trans- 
portation facilities the people have had." 


The trolley has been the means of greatly 


enhancing the value of farm and resident 
jroperty. It only requires a careless obser- 
vation to notice and realize the fact that 
where Ihe trolley has gone there has followed 
vast improvement. 
Whole districts have 


been buity up under the benign,influence of 


electric railroad. Bucks county is a fair 


criterion of the desirability of the-extcnsion 
of the trolley. Although the enterprise Has 
hardly gotten under way in this coifnty the 
advantages resulting from the placing of 
trolley tracks have been manifold. 
Dis- 


tricts that were practically isolated have 
been given an outlet, thereby increasing the 
value of the property en route and adding 
greatly to the comfort and welfare of the 
citizens.

ing from some defect in the law which pro- 
hibits them from building a continuous line.

with the appointment of Rev. Tully to his 
post in the army by President Cleveland. 
The Tully family are all staunch Republi- 
cans, but William K. being desirous of en- 
tering the army had his ambition gratified 
through the agency of the President's wife. 
David K. Tully, the fulber, was pastor of the 
Presbyterian 
Church near Buffalo, which 


wus attended by the Folsom family, and 
young Tully was teacher of the young ladies' 
Bible class, and Frances Folsom, who after- 
wards became the fiist lady in the land, was 
one of his attractive scholars. It was by 
reason of this close relationship that Rev. 
William K. Tully received a commission as 
chaplain in the fall ot 1884, and continued 
iu service for ten years. He was then given 
an opportunity to resign, as he had been 
guilty of conduct unbecoming the dignity of 
his position. 


Rev. Tully is now engaged- in studying 


law with ''Fighting Jack" Robinson, the 
well-known political leader of Delaware 
county. He is an eloquent speaker, and has 
a persuasive manner. 
Last Sunday he 


caused a commotion in the Bristol Church 
by giving utterrncc to an epifhot which 
shocked the sensibilities of many members 
of the congregation. In discoursing on the 
sin of tuning the name of the Lord in vain, 
he repeated a profane expression heard upon 
the street, relative to the condition of the 
summer atmosphere. 
He out-Beechered 


Beecher in the latter's attributed profanity 
in Ihe pulpit upon a similar occasion many 
years ago. 


Rev. Tully was expected to occupy the 


pulpit next Sabbath, but it is extiemely 
doubtful if he will be invited to do so.

New Bicycle Path Completed. 


Pursuant lo a request of the road committee 


of the Wheelman's Road Association, Judge 
Amos Briggs took entire charge of the con- 
stiuction of a bicycle path from the Tully- 
town bridge to the railroad bridge. 
The path 


has been completed in a first-class manner 
which attests the ability and consideration of 
Mr. Briggs in bicycle path construction. No 
compensation was received or desired by 
Tullytown's eminent barrister, and his action 
is the outcome of a devoted interest in the 
popular recreation of wheel riding. The new 
path was built under his personal super- 
vision in a most creditable and serviceable 
manner at an exceedingly reasonable figure. 
The extension as now completed passes along 
the westerly side ol the turnpike from the 
Tullytown bridge to a point in a line with the 
southern boundary of the new cemetery, 
thence passing over to the easterly side of 
the pike and continuing north along the 
cemetery and in front of Judge Briggs' 
farm and the railroad property to the foot of 
the ascension to the railroad bridge. Trees 
of partial growth had to be removed as well 
as briars and bushes of many years accumu- 
lation in some sections. Judge Briggs con 
slrucled part of the path which skirls his 
farm which is about one-half the distance of 
the new portion without any expense to the 
association, paying for the same himself. The 
sum expended on the balance, for which the 
association has remitted, was exactly $66.28 
for labor, gravel, horses and carts, lumber, 
etc. The Association's under lasting obli- 
gation to Judge Bri(5gs for his kindly ser- 
vices.

The Hnrface of tho island is broken 


and hilly. A low mountain ridge trav- 
erses it from east to west, ranging 
nearer tho southern than the northern 
coast, with spurs extending northward. 
Of thin ridge the highest elevation is El 
Ynnqno (the auvil), a mountain rising 
from the tableland of iiuquillo to a 
height of 8,700 feet above the sea and 
visible to vessels 60 miles off the coast. 


The country has two marked features 


—the many wooded ravines descending 
from the mountains, through which 
course Rtreams of bright -water falling 
to the nea, and, interspersed with these 
ravines, extensive stretches of natural 
meadow laud, which serve as pasture to 
herds of wild cattle. 


The ciity of Ponce, which capitulated 


so promptly, is whore the railroad ends 
and tbo military road begins. It is the 
second in size in the island of Porto 
Kico. It has a population of 17,000, has 
a public hospital und is illuminated 
with gas. It is connected with Jamaica 
by a tulegraph cable aud has also telo- 
graphio communication with the princi- 
pal places in the island. The town is 
situated three miles from salt water. 


The bay of Ponce measures nearly 


three miies across between Cnrouero, 
the eastern, and Cncharros, the_.west- 
erxi, point The port is in the northeast 
couer of the bay, and on its shores is 
tbii village or Port Pence, which con- 
tains a!tout 1,500 inhabitants. The cus- 
tom house is a long, white, two story 
building, is very conspicuous from sea- 
ward imd is tho most prominent object 
in the village. The shores are low and 
tree bordered, and back of tbe village 
the land rises and becomes rather hilly. 
. Near by is Ratones island, covered 
with .brushwood. The reef surrounding 
it is marly dry when tho tide goes out. 
Cardrones island is low and covered 
With brushwood. 


Port Fajardo, prominently mentioned 


as a place for debarkation, lies south of 
Cape Ban Juan. It has a depth of from 
16 to 93 feet From Fajardo to San 
Juan, U6 miles, there is a good road, a 
stretch of which, ten. miles in length 
and ending in San JUOD, is a popular 
suburb much used by residents of the 
capital.

General Brooke was born in Pennsyl- 


vania about 00 years ago and went to 
tbe front the week after Sumter was 
fired on as captain in a three months' 
regiment. In November, 1861, he was 
mndo colonel of the Fifty-third Penn- 
sylvania, and, with his regimeut, par- 
ticipated gallantly in every campaign 
of tbe Army of the Potomac. 


Upon tiio reorgauizution of the regu- 


lar army in July, 1806, General Brooke 
was appointed lieutenant colonel of the 
Thirty-seventh infantry, and when that 
regiment was consolidated with the 
Third infantry was made lieutenant 
colonel of the latter regiment. He was 
promoted to the rank of colonel in 
March,' 1879, with command first of 
the Thirteenth nud later of the Third 
infantry. He was made brigadier gen- 
eral in April, 1888, and attained his 
major generalship, with command of 
the department of the Missouri, in May, 
1897. 
When the present war opened, he 


was given command of th» First army 
corps,. with headquarters at Camp 
Thomas. 


Brigadier General John J. Rodgers, 


who is General Miles' chief of artillery, 
looks more like a bishop than he does 
like a soldier. Even in uniform there ia 
something clerical in his appearance, 
but, all the same, he is right at home 
where the big guns are thundering. In 
fact, General Rodgers is probably the 
ablest artillerist in this or any other 
country. He has worked and studied 
great cannon for the best part of his life.
